WASHINGTON (AP) — Chi- 


cago Mayor Richard J. Daley, 
boss of the biggest Democratic 
organization in the country, has 
been shorn of his convention 
scat in a move (hat left the 
party teetering on (he edge of 
discord. 


The convention's Credentials 


Committee, firmly controlled 
by supporters of Sen. George 
McGovcrn, voted 71 to Gl Fri- 
day night to deny seats to Daley 
and 58 oilier uncommitted 
Illinois delegales. 


The committee voted instead 


fo seat a rival slate of 41 delo- 
gales pledged to McGovern and 
another ]8 leaning toward him. 


The vote was the second ex- 


plosive challenge decided by 
the committee, triggering ex- 
treme emotional responses and 
setting, the. stage for a dis- 
cordant convention floor fight. 
But. after the Daley vote, a 
leader of the insurgents called 
for a healing compromise. 


McGovern also picked up 


eight convention voles . in 
another successful challenge 
involving downslate Illinois 
delegates and sogained hack at 
least 49 of [he delegates tie lost 
Thursday when Ihe Credentials 
Committee oudaivcd Califor- 
nia's winner-take-all primary, 
stripping him of more than half 
its '211 delegates. 


All of the committee's ac- 


tions arc subject lo final ap- 
proval by the .national con- 
vention, which opens in Miami 
Beach July 10, and both the 
California 
and 
Illinois' 


challenges arc expected to be 
refoiighl there. The Daley 
delegation is also planning a 
court fight to overturn Ihe com- 
mittee ruling.

Well-Oiled Hijack 
Plan Turns Sour 


Alleged Accomplice Held 


On Piracy Charges 


DETROIT (AP) — An unem- 


ployed house painterand a high 
school dropout are in jail on air 
piracy charges in what the FBI 
said was a carefully planned 
skyjacking that turned into a 
comedy of errors. 


Neil Welch, special agent in 


charge of the Delroil FBI office 
said Friday that last week's 
$502,000 hijacking of a Tulsa- 
bound 727 jet, allegedly plotted 
by Martin McNally, 28, of 
Wyandotte, Mich,, and John 
Pellikowsky, 31, of Ecorse, 
Mich., was "well planned." 


But the skyjacking didn't fol- 


low the script and the hijacker 
managed lo be identified by 
two FBI agents who boarded 
the plane, lost his pants, sub- 
machine gun and the $502,000 
he extorted from American Air- 
lines and also left the ransom 
note with his fingerprints on it 
on the plane. 


The skyjacker also wound up 


in Peru, Ind.,\ inslead of 
Monroe, Mich., where Ihe FBI 
said he had intended to land. 


The FBI said 'it was led to 


McNally by Defroit police who 


claimed an informant had told 
them about the plan, as well as 
by the fingerprinls. 


Then, after 
McNally, an 


umemployed service-staiion al- 
tendent and the high school 
dropout of Ihe pair, was ar- 
rested Wednesday night, Pet- 
likowsky went to the FBI and 
tried to convince them he had 
unwittingly driven 
McNally 


back to Detroit. He ended up 
under arrest himself, charged 
with aiding anoVabelting an air

Friday adopted a compromise 
bill establishing a public .lot- 
tery. 


The independent controlling 


agency, given a two-year life- 
span, will be.riin by an appoint- 
ed commissioner with the pow- 
er to determine the price of 
tickets, the amount ,of prizes 
and the frequency of drawings. 


The legislature, acting in the 


final hours before a two-month' 
summer 
adjournment, 


budgeted $2(1 million as cx- 
pecled income from the lottery 
in the next fiscal year. 


The House adopted the idea 


80-13, following the Senate's 28- 
5 approval Thursday of a con- 
ference report settling differ- 
ences between the chambers. 


Buying a tickcl will be as 


convenienl as going lo the bank 
or the. corner drugstore. The 
bill provides for sales to-be 
made hi a wide range of busi- 
ness establishments. 


Winnings will be exempt 


from al! state and local taxes, 
but the federal bile will be big. 
The Internal Kevcnuei Service 
says a married man-making 
$10,000 a year would.'lmvc to; 


pay $15,421) on-a $50,001) • prize

Adding Machine Logic In 
Death Penalty Decision 


Unlike many state supreme courts, 


particularly Michigan's, whose justices 
delight in tossing mental barbs at one 
another in separately written opinions, 
the U.S. Supreme Court normally delivers 
reasonably crisp decisions which the 
lawyers and lesser tribunals find to be 
clearly cut paths to a given point in the 
law. 


Dissents are frequent and 
often 


heatedly stated, but the legal profession 
has no difficulty in following the ruling 
whether it be a 5-4 or an 8-1. 


Thursday the Court delivered a 54 


decision on three death sentence appeals 
from Georgia and Texas. One Georgia 
case 
involved the death penalty for 


murder committed during a burglary. 
The second and also the one from Texas 
were sentences for rape. 


The nine justices each wrote a separate 


opinion which sort out in this fashion. 


The four dissenters, all Nixon ap- 


pointees, voted to sustain the sentences. 


Two Justices said the death penalty 


flouts today's conception of what the 
Constitution's 8th Amendment means 
when it bans inflicting "cruel and unusual 
punishments." 


Another Justice said the discretionary 


sentencing common to conviction 
for 


capita] crimes in many states allows the 
death penalty to be parcelled out in a 
discriminatory manner. 


Two other Justices followed a con- 


verging approach by holding that under 
present legal guidelines the death penalty 
is or can be "wantonly and freakishly 
imposed." 


Though this wavering 2-1-2 combination 


equals five and since five exceeds four, 
the opinion saves the necks of the three 
defendants from Georgia and Texas and 
probably will ring the bell for most of 
nearly 600 other convicts held in state 
prisons pending death sentence stays of 
execution. 


The assumption is that they will serve a 


life term in those states where optional 
sentencing is used. 


The decision, however, is not an. 


outright ban against the death penalty. 


Three of the five-man majority are in an 


oblique alignment with the 
four-man 


minority. If the penalty for a certain 
crime, for example, first degree murder, 
is death and the sentencing court has no 
option, presumably an appeal on that type 
of sentence would be upheld by a 7-2 
verdict. 


Rhode Island has such a law on its 


books. Death is mandatory for a life 


termer committing murder during his 
incarceration. 


Why nine legal scholars crisscrossed 


their footsteps to reach Thursday's double 
meaning result reflects America's am- 
bivalence on law enforcement. 


The 8th Amendment was adopted in an 


age of crystallized views on crime and 
punishment. Public whipping a wife 
beater and hanging a murderer were 
considered perfectly in order. However, 
cutting off a pickpocket's hand was 
deemed overly severe. 


This was the sharply defined focus of 


what late 18th century Americans 
regarded as proper punishment as op- 
posed to the 8th Amendment's "cruel and 
unusual" interdiction. 


It might also be remembered that in the 


Republic's formative years the prevailing 
attitude was that of once a crook always a 
crook. Therefore, punishment should be 
swift and severe to meet challenge to the 
established order of things. 


Public 
opinion 
in 
succeeding 


generations has deviated from 
that 


straight and narrow corridor, and at the 
moment, it is hard to tell what road we are 
travelling. 


Inherently, we suspect, most people shy 


from the death penalty as a mortal 
usurpation of a Divine prerogative. 


At the same time, everyone except the 


crooks and the ultra liberals are fed up to 
the teeth with having to barricade the 
house at night, women fearing to walk 
^lone in plain daylight, and the tender 
loving care decisions from overly 
solicitous judges. 


The Court's ruling, that is, the nine 


separate opinions mirrors this uncertain 
state of mind. 


Two in the five-man majority believe in 


tender loving care. 


The minority state the upsurging desire 


for law and order. 


The other three feel a compromise is 


workable. 


Although a court's posture should be 


one of leadership, there are periods when 
it believes a trial balloon should be sent up 
to survey the landscape. A decision too far 
removed from the public's impression of 
how things should be done can invalidate 
a court's effectiveness. The Prohibition 
laws are the classic example of what can 
happen to law enforcement when public 
support is missing. 


Without saying it in so many words, 


most of the Justices are asking for an 
opinion poll on the death penalty vs. law 
and order. 


Independence Day

which will be remembered for all time by 
those who believe in America. 


The concept of independence and 


liberty grew mightily after a little band of 
American patriots gathered 196 years ago 
to issue a ringing declaration of freedom 
from the asserted rights of kings to lord it 
over every individual under their sway. 


This new country breathed the air of 


freedom, but the kings reached across the 
wide waters in an attempt to impose the 
same tyrannical rule they exercised on 
continents weary with age-old depotism. 
The founding fathers, having 
fled 


depotism, were determined it should not; 
rule them here. 


So they cast loose, with many 


misgivings, and set the example that 
succeeding generations in many parts of 
•the world have sought to follow. 


Richard Henry Lee of Virginia was the 


first to voice the desire of the Thirteen 
Colonies for an Independent State. On 
June 7,1776, his resolution which was read 
to the delegates in Congress stated that: 
"These colonies were and ought to be free 
and independent."

WASHINGTON (NBA) - u 


John Connally should become 
secretary of State in the next 
Nixon administration, expect 
major changes at State and 
White House. 


In the short time he was at 


Treasury, Connally established 
himself as a major rival of Dr. 
Henry Kissinger, President 
Nixon's security and foreign 
affairs adviser. The two men 
bumped, politely and gen- 
tlemanly to be sure. But they 
bumped firmly all-the same. 


The Issue was the position of 


(he dollar, foreign exchange 
rates and the monetary ex- 
change system that might 
replace gold — resulting from 
the Nixon August, 1971, bomb- 
shell announcement on the 
dollar. Connally, as secretary 
of the Treasury, believed this 
dollar policy was his province, 
under the President, Kissinger 
believed that it was his to a 
considerable degree, since it 
involved foreign policy.

are able, forceful, determined 
men. Both command a heavy 
degree of loyalty from their 
staffs, Both come out swinging. 
Th« result-was inevitable. 


The men backing Connally 


for secretary of state see a 
department expanded to far 
wider interests and powers 
than that agency Had com- 
mande'd in the past two 
decades.

' For one, foreign economic 
policy would be a major func- 
tion of State. What is now done 
at the Treasury, these men say,

School Fund Drive Passes Minimum Goal 


Catholic School Fund Hits $643,000 


With pledges of $643,000in hand, leadersof the drive to give 


financial stability to the Lake Michigan Catholic school 
system are now eyeing the additional funds needed to put (he 
system on a permanent basis. 


The chairman of the LMC Development Fund Drive, 


Martin Edinborough, reported today that the minimum goal 
of $500,000 has been surpassed by about 5143,000. Edin- 
borough, and his co-chairman, Ted Vernasco, stated that the 
$500,000 goal was necessary to keep the local Catholic schools 
in operation for the immediate future. They emphasized the 
need for additional funds well beyond the $500,000 figure as 
the money which would establish the income-producing 


endowment fund that would virtually guarantee a permanent 
school system. 


Edinborough noted that the Catholics of the area alone 


surpassed the $500,000 mark. 


St. Bernard's Parish Chairmen Jim McQuillen and Jack 


Kinney reported pledges 
of $78,000; St. John's Parish 


.Chairmen Tony Angelo and Ed Broderick reported $152,000;' 
and St. Joseph Parish Chairmen Gerald Sarno and Gaston 
Lemieux reported $130,000. The parish chairmen note that 
some families are still expected to submit pledges, although 
the official parish campaigns ended Friday. Over $180,000 


has been pledged by Catholics in (he major gifts category,, 
.which is not figured in the parish totals. 
. T"he Major Gifts committee results to date total $255,000 in 
pledges, while Ihe Business-Industry committee, which 
recently got underway under Earl Steimle and Hank Gleiss, 
has'obtitirted pledges totaling $28,000. The Major Gifts and 
Business-Industry committees are continuing their cam- 
paign 'activities through July. 


In reflecting upon the meaning of private education to the 


Tw.in Cities area, Dr, Ben Phillips, president of the Twin 
Cities Area Catholic school Fund, Inc., said that the drive has 


resulted in indications from area families that about 200 new 
students are interested in attending the LMC schools. This 
and an earlier request from a South Haven group, could 
eventually boost enrollments to over the 1150 mark, up from 
the 950 last year. 


Dr. Phillips noted that the LMC School system spends 


about StJOO per student which is 30 percent to 35 percent less 
pei- student than area public school systems. He said con- 
tinued financial efficiency, coupled with the high standards 
of Christian principles and quality education, are the 
Catholic school system's long range objectives.

Dairies yesterday assessed, 
then suspended, a $50 fine 
against a Van Buren sheriff's 
deputy he had charged with 
.contempt of court. 


In the process, the judge 


assailed certain unidentified 
members of the department for 
"acts of intimidation bordering 
on threat of physical harm to a 
judge" and for a "restering 
attitude" of contempt for the 


court. He termed the members 
a "small minority" of the 
department. 


The judge's statements came 


after he had imposed sentence 
on Deputy John Gaborik, 23. 
The deputy was cited on the 
charge after he brought two 
men into court clad only in 
trousers. The men had been 
arresled on a charge of in- 
decent exposure. 


Gaborik and Sheriff Richard 


Stump, both of whom wers 
present for the. hearing, said 
they have not yet decided

to consider any conciliatory 
attitude by the court."

Rupert said it is obvious that 


Gaborik was "becoming the 
scapegoat" 
for 
problems 


that may or may not exist. 


He described as a "gross 


injustice" the imposition of a 
sentence without an impartial, 
judge and without a show-cause 
hearing. 


He said that those accused of 


criminal acts are given more 
rights than Gaborik.

Michigan Budget 
Barely Balanced 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) —The 


Michigan Legislature has scat- 
tered for two months of vaca- 
tion and re-election campaign-" 
ing after writing a barely bal- 
anced budget— on schedule for 
the first time in several years. 


As the furor of the last hectic 


round of action died in both 
houses Friday night the state 
entered a new fiscal year with 
a $2.32 billion budget awaiting 
Gov. William Milliken's signa- 
ture. ' 
' H represents a 13.1 per cent, 
$271.7 million advance in the 
relentless inflationary trend of 
government cost. The new 
budget outdistanced Milliken's 
proposals by $48.3 million. 


An untried, eleventh-hour lot- 


tery measure is a key lynchpin 
in the final adjustment of ac- 
counts to show a deficit-free 
ledger. The lottery, passed ear- 
lier in the day, is counted on to 
provide $20million in a revenue 
list that still winds up $4.9 mil- 
lion less than au'thorizied ex- 
penditures. 


The discrepancy officially is 


to be rectified by carrying over 
a current, year-end surplus of 
$9.7 million. That is projected 
to help leave a smaller cushion 
next June 30 of $4.77 million. 
Milliken in January reasoned it 
could have been $11.7 million 
had the legislature followed his 
guidelines. 


The full pricetag on the legis- 


lature'sspending decisions was 
placed at $2,317,297,439; in- 
coming revenues were esti- 
matedat$2,312,375,000. Lumped 
with 
so-called 
"restricted" 


funds, federal subsidies and 
self-sustaining programs, the 
cost eventually will exceed $5.6 
billion for the year. 


Major items include: 
—A total state elementary 


and secondary school aid grant 
of $1.128 billion. More than half 
of it is to be paid from the gen- 
eral fund budget finally ap- 
proved Friday. Much of the 
money carries stipulations that 
none of it may go for schools or 
districts involved in cross-dis- 
trict busing through court-or- 
dered desegregation. 


— A $841.7 million state wel- 


fare appropriation, $122.6 mil- 
lion more than paid out in the 
recently ended year. Like the 
school aid subsidy, the welfare 
allocation is balanced by nearly 
equal federal contributions that 
push the total program to well 
over $1.2 billion.

will not let Michigan run the 
program. The bill also puts a 
lid of $283 million on Aid to 
families with Dependent Chil- 
<Jren(ADC), regardless of case- 
load increases. 


—$345.6 million lo operate the 


state's 13 major public colleges 
and universities. 


—$237.7 million in unrest- 


ricted revenue to be returned to 
cities, townships and counties. 
The bulk of the money comes 
from sales, income and in- 
tangibles iaxes, but it but- 
tressed by $11 million that the 
state chips in from the general 
fund. 


Final adoption of the finished 


budget came in a fasl-paced 
session with many lawmakers 
complaining openly of hasty 
procedures that disregarded 
attempts to scrutinize detail. 


The final budget bill for the 


legislature, the governor and 
major departments was passed 
after a special resolution sailed 
through both houses declaring 
copies of the agreed-upon 
spending need not be printed 
for legislators. Less than a doz- 
en lawmakers had any notion of 
the cosl of the item. Most of the 
rest long had given up both- 
ering to ask.

tery, lo be headed by a single

discriminatory against the 
poor who have not the option of 
private vs. clinic care. 


The psychiatrists in one 


community 
have 
voted 


unanimously to refuse to 
cooperate in this manner. They 
will not admit any psychiatrist 
to the psychiatric staff who is 
willing to follow the procedure 
as currently outlined. This 
raises the added issue of 
jeopardizing the delivery of 
mental health services in the 
State of Michigan. 


We would recommend the 


following: 


1. That form No. 1810 as 


presently written be with- 
drawn. 


2. That it be revised deleting 


anything that will identify a 
particular patient with the data 
included. 


3. Prior to releasing this 


information, all patients should 
be aware of the move and have 
an option to allow same, if the 
form remains unchanged. A 
new therapeutic case contract 
should be agreed upon between 
the therapist and the patient 
which would include knowledge 
of such a release of privileged 
data.
